Thirty medical scientists from across the country will learn how to 
supply masses of research data to high-speed computers in a special three- 
day course being given this week at The George Washington University. 

Staff members of the University's Biometric Laboratory will 
demonstrate and instruct in "formula translation or FORTRAN, which is 
a simplified method of adapting statistical data so that it can be handled by 
a computer. "A year or so ago,' said Dr. Dean J. Clyde, Director of the 
Biometric Laboratory, "it would have taken several months to teach someone 
computer programming. But improved machines and the FORTRAN technique 
have cut this training time to a matter of days. And a skilled FORTRAN 
programmer, working with a good mode recompute r, can handle as much 
data as fifty statistical clerks." 

Computer techniques have been especially useful in evaluating new 
drugs and medical compounds. Most of the thirty scientists enrolled in the 
class are working in psychopharmacology, the use of drugs in mental illness, 
which in itself is a rather new field in medicine. The Biometric Laboratory 
has been receiving research data from many of these scientists and 
programming it for computer systems, and they feel that increased 
availability of computers warrants teaching the FORTRAN techniques. 

The Biometric Laboratory operates under contract between the George 
Washington University 's Office of Sponsored Research and the National 
Institutes of Health of the U.S. Public Health Service.

Faculty Colloquy Lecturer, Anril 1962 


"Eventfulnoss has possibly been the most significant feature of my life-adventure. 

In a span of seventy years I have passed through several cultural atmospheres: oastoral- 
tauhfcer's culture of the Komi, agricultural, and then urban culture of Russia and Europe 
and, finally, the megalopolitan technological culture of the United States. Starting 
my life as a son of a poor itinerant artisan and peasant mother, subsequently I have 
been a farm hand, itinerant artisan, factory worker, clerk, teacher, conductor of a 
choir, revolutionary, political prisoner, journalist, student, editor of a metrooolitan 
paper, member of Kerensky*s Cabinet, an exile, professor of Russsian, Ceech, and 
American universities, and a scholar of an international reputation. No less eventful 
has been the range of my life-experience: besides events of joys and sorrows, successes 
and failures of normal human life, I fully tasted six imorisonments-three under the 
Czarist and three under the Communist regimes; the unforgettable experience of a man 
condemned to death and daily, during six weeks, expecting his execution by the Communists. 

Norn and reared among the Komi, Ugro-Einnish oeople in the North of Russia, 
incidentally T learned to read and write; incidentally became a ouoil of a "normal school, 11 
and at the age of ten, father and mother both dead, I became "indeoendent, M penniless, 
but free to chart my life-course. Earning my living, subsequently I was a student of 
a teachers' college; arrested and imprisoned four months before graduation because of 
my political activities in 1906; then a starving and hunted revolutionary, student of 
a night school, of the Psycho-Neurological Institute, and of the University of St. 
p etersburg (now Leningrad). Two more imprisonments gave me first-hand experience in 
criminology and penology.. In 1916 I received the [agister's degree in criminal law; 
in 1922, the degree of Doctor of Sociology from the University of St. Petersburg. 

ith the explosion of the Russian Revolution I became one of the founders of the 
Russian Peasant c oviet (dispersed by the Communists^, editor of a metrooolitan paoer: 

,! The will of The p eonle", member of the Council of the Russian Reoublicj a secretary to 
Prime Minister Kerensky, and a leading member of the Russian Constituent Assembly 
(disoersed by the Communists). From the beginning I vigorously fought Lenin, ^otsky, 
Kamanev, and other Communist leaders. For this reason I v/as arrested in 1918 and 
imprisoned for four months in the Russian Bastille, the Fortress of Peter and D aul* 

Released, I resumed my struggle with the Communists, and was one of the group which 
engineered the overthrow of the Communist Government in Archangel. In October 1918 
I was again arrested and condemned to death. After six weeks of waiting to be shot, 
by Len\n's order T v/as freed and returned to my academic activity at the University of 
ft. Petersburg. There T became the founder, first professor, and Chairman of the 
Department of Sociology. During the years 1920-22, T published five volumes in law and 
sociology. In 1922 I v/as arrested and, finally, banished by the Soviet Government. 
President Nasaryk invited me to be a guest of Czechoslovakia, and T stayed there nine 
months. Having received invitations from the Universities of Illinois and Wisconsin 
to lecture there on the Russian Revolution, in November 1923 I came to the United states 
and in 192lt v/as offered a orofessorshio by the University of Minnesota, ^ix years 
later I v/as invited to be the first professor and Chairman cf the Sociology Denartment 
&t. harvard University. Since 1930 (in which year I became a naturalized American citizen) 
I have been living and working in this great University. The harvard Research Center 
in Creative Altruism v/as established in 19U9* which I am directing now. in 19£S a 
new (National) Research Society for Creative Altruism was initiated by me and 
incorporated in the State of Massachusetts. 11
